Captain 
Gardner said the man answered Howe's 
description very closely, while his actions 
were still further in the direction of ap- 
pearing to be Howe. Meanwhile Capt. 
Gardner had telegraphed to the officers at 
Laroniato look out for him there, and 
they, after investigation, telegrapehd in re- 
ply that Howe had gone to Rye Beach to 
see his mother, and Messrs. Gardner and 
Hffliley "at once started, for Portsmouth, 
where they arrived ai 4 A. M. Wednesday 
morning. 
There they found that at 3 


o'clock pie previous afternoon Howe, who 
had registered'at the [hotel in Portsmouth 
as '-Charley Ross," Aad come Irom Rye 
Beach with his mothw on a coach, and 
while she had taken the cars for Laconia 
no one knew what had become of him. 


The officers of Porlamouth made a vig- 


orous search and finally informed Capt. 
Gardner that Howe could not be in the 
city. About 3 o'clock, Wednesday after- 
noon, while standing Inear the police sta- 
tion talking with Assistaet Marshal Hur- 
ley as to what steps next to take,he looked 
up and 
: saw Howe parsing within ten feet 


of him, and ot once collared him and placed 
him under arrest. Ihe officer also recog- 
nifeed hirn from the description received 
and their movements to capture Howe 
were simultaneous. When found he had 
on'a 8'iit of dark clothes instead of the 
Jight ores he wore ^hen here. Howe at 
once confessed his guilt and 'gave up a 
check on tietN"ational Bank of Commerce, 
Boston, for $400, which h^ had purchased 
at the Second National Bank in this city; 
currency^ and gold coin to thc amount of 
$114; a gold watcli, revolver, jewelry, etc. 
He said he had bejen n hiding in his room 
in the; hotel since coming from Rye Beach, 
tt/iving ^earned dhat oncers were after him.
